First Ruling Rescinded. 

The demurrer, filed yesterday by 
counsel for the defendants, was 
based on the contention that the of- 
ficers of the association were not 
personally responsible for a debt 
contracted by it. In his first ruling, 
which was rescinded by today’s ac- 
tion, Judge Faris said: 

“The abstract justice of this case 
appeals to me so strongly that I 
find myself almost unable to go down 
into the refined legal technicalities 
of it. Pain undoubtedly furnished 
the fireworks, We know they were 
set off. ‘Surely no one expected to 
get them for!nothing. I think the 
jury should consider all this.” 

Judge Faris also held, in his first 
opinion yestorday, that the pro- 
ceeding was in the nature of “a suit 
for deceit—modified deceit, but. nev- 
ertheless, the element of deceit was 
here.” The petition allegedAhat the 
association had no legal power to’ 
con@act a debt, but that by a ‘‘pre- 
tended” executive committee and a 
“pretended” finance committee _ it 
carried on the fireworks negotiations. 

Pain alleged in his suit, that he 
furnished $4000 worth of fireworks, 
under contract with the association, 
and that he received only $500. The 
balance, with interest, constituted 
his claim, which was $4485 at the 
time when he filed the suit in Octo- 
ber, 1920.

NEW YORK, May 18.—The Amer- 
ican Cotton Exchange went on trial 
in the Supreme Court today on an 
indictment charging ‘‘bucKeting. of 
orders.”’ 

The indictment, which followed a 
John Doe investigation in magis- 
trate’s court, alleged that the ex-!

|A. F. OF L. TO BEGIN CAMPAIGN 


FOR CHILD LABOR AMENDMENT 


Gompers Instructed to Have Law 
Drawn Up and Presented 


to Congress. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 


cording to an announcement today, 
by its president, Samuel Gompers. 
will take the initiative in a national 
campaign to obtain a constitution- 
al amendment to abolish child iabor. 
/'Gompers has bepn instructed by the 
executive council of.the federation 
to have such an amefidment pre- 
pared and introduced in ~ Comgress 
and also to have drawn up a model 
law for adoption by state legisia- 
tures. The federation expects to 
hold soon a conference in Wash- 
ington to which all organizations in- 
terested in child welfare will be in- 
vited. In addition it will give over 
June 14, during the A. F. of L. con- 
vention, entirely to a discussion of 
the child labor question. 

A recent reporse by the executive 
council of the federation condemns 
by inference the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court holding the Fed- 
eral child labor law invalid. The 
Government, through the Supreme 
Court, says the report, finds it law- 
ful to levy a prohibitive tax on 
colored oléomargarine and phosphor- 
ous*for match manufacture but un- 
lawful] to tax in like manner the 
products of child labor. “It is fully 
realized,”” says the report, “that an) 
protest or appeal must fall on deaf 
ears so far as the Supreme Court Is 
concerned.”
